Washington, Dec. 28 (A5)—The 
idea of dotting the country with 
IO or 12 “ Little Capitals” from 
which federal activ ities would be 
directed 
was 
receiv ed 
with 
praise and hostility today. 
The proposal, made by Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s committee on 
natural resources, is that the 
country be split into administra­ 
tiv e districts with a “ little cap­ 
ita l” for each. The aim, the 
board indicated, would be to 
serv e sectional needs better and 
prov ide a geographic framework 
for the dev elopment of resources. 
Sev eral western members of 
congress greeted the proposal 
with kindly words, while the 
American League called it an­ 
other 
“ dictatorial” 
mov e, 
de­ 
signed to cut “ the nation up into 
prov inces or satrapies.” 
Under the plan, Washington 
would remain the major capital 
of the nation, although Senator 
Thomas (D-Okla.), who called 
the proposal “ worthy of consid­ 
eration,” said it “ would decrease 
the Importance of Washington 
and increase the importance of 
such cities as New York, Chica­ 
go and Denv er.’ (Each was named 


as a possible “ little capital” by 
the board). 
“ Ultimately,”

“ thes cities would be the princi­ 
pal sources of gov ernment for 
their areas.” 
Senator McNary (R-Ore.) be­ 
liev ed the plan might encourage 
decentralization of gov ernment, 
while Representativ e Pierce (D- 
Ore.)

Washington, Dec. 28 (ZP) — 
The idea of lev ying sales tax es 
on lux uries to support the New 
Deal s social security program 
was suggested today by Chair­ 
man Buchanan (D., Tex .) of the 
house appropriations committee. 
Such lev ies would be substi­ 
tutes for the tax es on payrolls 
and employees which the Secur­ 
ity Act now prov ides. Buchanan 
said : 


“ I see no reason, for ex ample, 
why the employer of eight or 
more persons, or ev en the em­ 
ployes who hav e jobs, should be 
heav ily tax ed to pay insurance 
to those out of work. 
“ Besides, it would impose a 
tremendous accounting burden 
on the employes themselv es that 
would hav e to be duplicated in 
large part by the federal gov ­ 
ernment here. That could all be 
av oided by a sales tax on lux ur­ 
ies. It would raise an adequate 
amount to finance the program.” 
Under the act as now drawn, 
a I per cent tax on payrolls of 
employers of eight or more per­ 
sons goes into effect J anuary I, 
1936, to finance unemployment 
insurance, with one per cent 
added each year until 3 per cent 
is reached in 1938. The contrib­ 
utory old-age pension program 
ultimately will be financed by a 
3 per cent tax on payrolls and 
3 per cent on employes’ wages.

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SENATOR TYDINGS’ SUGGESTIONS 
The old free state of M ary land is generally re­ 
garded as one of the m ore conservative com ­ 
m onw ealths of America. And certainly its senior 
United States Senator, M illard E. Ty dings, wou ld 
b e regarded as any thing b u t an alarm ist. So 
when Senator Ty dings, who is alway s forcefu l and 
logical, issu es the w arning tha t “u nless the 
Roosevelt adm inistration changes its spending 
policies and q u its b orrowing to m eet deficits, 
panic will follow,” his words are entitled to se­ 
riou s consideration. 


Senator Ty dings issu ed his w arning recently 
' in an address delivered in New York City b e­ 
fore the Sou thern Society of tha t city . Speaking 
of b u dget b alancing he said: 


“It is a necessary thing for ou r governm ent to 
u ndertake it speedily . Nations, no m ore tha n in ­ 
dividu als, can spend them selves into prosperity 
or ou t of deb t, or away from difficu lty — any 
m ore than a dru nkard can drink him self sob er.” 
Of the rapidly m ou nting pu b lic deb t he is qu oted 
as say ing: 


“A pparently few persons in the cou ntry are 
consciou s tha t the governm ent of the U nited 
States alone has an average first m ortgage of 
$1,000 on every Am erican farm and hom e in the 
land.” 


Senator Ty dings pointed ou t tha t tw o-thirds 
of the assets of the b anks insu red b y the Federal 
deposit corporation are in governm ent b onds 
while only ab ou t half of the assets of these b anks 
were in governm ent b onds a t the end of the 
World war. and following tha t great period of 
enforced governm ent financing. 
The senator added tha t a decline in the valu e 
of these b onds wou ld im pair the assets of the 
b anks and tha t this wou ld b e disastrou s. Dou b t, 
and panic, he inferred, m ight creep into the pu b ­ 
lic m ind if the point cam e w here the b anks, hav ­ 
ing reached the satu ration point, wou ld not care 
to invest more money in these governm ent se­ 
cu rities. The resu lt, he inferred, m ight easily b e 
printing press inflation. 


Senator Ty dings evidently realizes tha t there 
is no sweet tasting and fragran t elixir w hich can 
b e u sed as a qu ick, pleasant rem edy for this sit­ 
u ation. He apparently does not regard the sit­ 
u ation as hopeless and in his address m ade some 
pertin en t su ggestions for rem edy ing the situ a­ 
tion. These wou ld inclu de the su b m ission to con­ 
gress b y the President of a b u dget w ith an esti­ 
m ate of revenu e, congress m aking no increase 
w ithou t providing tax m easu res for the necessary 
revenu e; any expenditu re of a governm ent de- 
paitm en t, inci eased du ring the y ear b y an em er­ 
gency , to b e m et b y the decrease in another de­ 
partm ent; an u nexpected deficit to b e the first 
lien on next y ear’s b u dget. 
The w a r n in g is s u e d b y t h e M a r y la n d s e n a t o r 


is one w hich will b ear m u ch m ental cogitation. 
It comes not from a sensationalist, or from a 
m an seeking to m ake partisan political capital, 
b u t from a so-called “old fashioned D em ocrat.” 
The rem edies su ggested are ones w hich m ight 
well b e incorporated in the policy of this, or any 
other national adm inistration. They do n ot b e­ 
long to the “horse and b u ggy age.” They are a 
pa rt of the first lesson in sou nd n ation al eco­ 
nomics. 


LEST WE FORGET 
Today certain 
factions are su b jecting the 
A m erican C onstitu tion to vigorou s attack. They 
are say ing it is ou tm oded and u nab le to cope 
w ith m odern conditions. And they are su ggest­ 
ing changes and am endm ents w hich, in some 
cases, wou ld am ou nt to com plete em ascu lation 
of the rights and lib erties we now enjoy u nder 
constitu tional protection. 
It is u su ally easier to criticize tha n to defend, 
and the critics of the constitu tion have fou nd 
m any listeners and n ot a few converts. Lest we 
forget the virtu es of the constitu tion, it m ight 
b e well to recall these words, u ttered in 1878 b y 
the great English statesm an, W illiam G ladstone: 
“The A m erican constitu tion is, so far as I can 
see, the m ost w onderfu l work ever stru ck off a t 
a given tim e b y the b rain and pu rpose of m an .” 
Some things are tim eless. Among those things 
are freedom — freedom of action w ithin the law, 
freedom of expression, freedom of speech. The 
constitu tion has nothing to do w ith b ooms or 
depressions — nothing to do w ith partisan poli­ 
tics. It simply gu arantees u s those essential lib ­ 
erties for w hich m en have fou ght for thou sands 
of y ears. Look ab road, a t G erm any , Ru ssia, Italy , 
Poland — do we w ant to follow their exam ple 
and m ake freedom an im potent word, and lib erty 
a crim e against the state? T hen save the con­ 
stitu tion from b eing w eakened or destroy ed.
